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Film Removal Apparatus for Individually Insulated Wire Conductors 
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As mentioned above, work 8 is mounted on film removal apparatus for individually insulated wire conductor 
10 of the present invention, and compressor 13 supplies compressed air to the shotgun. Then, the ejection of the 
compressed air from the shotgun provides a negative pressure in hose 22. The above mentioned negative pressure 
vacuums up the abrasive compound residing on the bottom of cyclone separator 1 1 . The abrasive compound is 
supplied to the shotgun via hose 22, and then sprayed through the nozzle. Thus, the abrasive compound collides with 
wires 8a which are exposed from work 8, and removes the insulating film on the surface of the wires. 
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With shotgun 34 illustrated above, the operation of controller 36 causes work 8 to move back and forth along 
its axis direction as well as its circumference directions. Therefore, insulated wires 8a which are exposed and conically 
spread are sandblasted on all sides. 
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
